But Friction Over Patronage Is One of
the Incidents of the Administration’s
Adjustment to Its Proper

' Functions

URRENT news reports indieate that

election of Mavor Moore and a Couneil
in sympathy with his purposes should go
off into u room by themselves and wse-
riously consider whether they wish to
wreck the new administration on the rock

| of spoils.

They can wreek it if they think that a

| few offices filled at their dictation are of

greater importance than harmonious co-
operation in the work of giving the vity a

| hetter government than it has had in the

past,
The only vital question in the distribu-
tion of patronage is whether the men ap-

| pointed to office are in sympathy with the

administration. Sp far as the success of
the experiment now under way is con-
eerned, it does not matter much to the
public generally swhether the appointees
are sugmested by Thomas Cunningham,
of the Hepublican Alliance, or (George
Coles, of the Town Meeting party, or
whether Sheriff Lamberton or Council-
muan Roper picks the new appointees from
the Twenty-second ward or whether Rob-
ert Carson oy John I', Sloan is the leader
of the Forty-sixth ward.

It may matter a great deal to the
political fortunes of the men named. But
it was not to increase the political power
of any group of men for their own ad-
vantage that the old machine was turned
out of the City Hall.

The old regime was rejected for the
reason that its ideals and its philosophy
were wrong. The ecity had been man-
agred on the theory thal the primary pur-
pese of government is to provide offices
for deserving politiciang who should
serve the men who ran the political ma-
chine as an adjunct to their private busi-
ness enterprises, If it is not a crime
againet the law it is an offense agninst

I cy and the finer instincts of
onorable man and woman,

The hope was entertained that with a
new deal there would come new ideals
and s new philogophy, and that attention
woitld be concentrated on the ends for
which government exists and that there
would be a whole-hearted and sincere co-
operation toward accomplishing those

| ends.

Much s been done that justifies the
expectations of those who voted for the
new Mayor and his associates. There is
evidence of a new spirit at work in the
City Hall. It is for this very reason that
the signs of frietion are disturbing and
disconeerting.

It is impoessible for a new Mayor to
satisly every one in the distribution of
petronage, and it is particularly difficult
in this city, where customs and processes
of thought have been intrenched for
vears and to some extent color the think.

NO PAY FOR DIRTY STREETS

EVERE January weather, which, ac-

cording to the contractors, hampered
street cleaning, has not retarded their
demands for payment. Director Winzaton
has been unable to discern the logic of
this situation and reassuringly adheres to
the old-fashioned contention that it is
quite superfluous to buy something which
doesn’t exist. As the sum of tidy thor-
oughfares is only about half of what it
should be, half payment is the ruling.

This is the sensible method of enfore-
ing contracts. The city 1s not engaged in
supporting street-cleaning concerns, It
is engaged, among other activities, in
keeping the public thoroughfares in a
decent  condition through delegated
agents, If these fail to perform their
tasks, eithey because of negligence or the
vagarvies of the climate, c¢laims for pay-
ment cannotl be validated.

Mr. Winston has already refused to
subtract from the city funds §115,000 for
streets that are still dirty. In addition
fines for offenses of sheer negligence will
be imposed. Perhaps the contractors will
begin to learn that an elementary prin-
ciple of business is at last in force. Bills
will be honored only for jobs completed.

If this system is consistently followed
by the Department of Public Works
slovenly streets should soon cease to
shame the town.

THE WOMAN AND THE JOB

DISPATCH from Sin Francisco tell-

ing of a death that revealed the sex
of a woman who for vears had mas-
queraded as a man containg the gignifi-
cant assertion that she had worn men's
clothing “to enable her to earn her living
unmolested.”

The rveason is not a wvalid one today,
but it iz interesting as revealing & con-
dition existing a couple of generations
ago.

Gentle Volce Apparently a Blg Asset
In Political Life—Newspaper-
men and the Law

DIL GEORGE €. STOUT dropped n

Tt i8 best deseribed by the word
“eheerful,”” wod it wax his tone in groeting
or conversation, quite ay much us his facial
expression, that ecarned for him the sobri-
quet of “'Smiliog Jim."'

Republican  State Chaivinan William 1,
Crow should also be ndded to™he list, Ilis
is what might be called the contidentinlyvoice,
In ordinary conversation he conveys the im-
pression of imparting a privileged communi-
eation.

e wans a veteran of the Civil War, a
member of Company 1, Seventeenth Tegi-
ment, Pennsylvanin Militia, He was for-
sighted, eool nnd ealeulating in political af-
fairs., It was his war experience, T fancy,
that once led him to remark to me:

““*A political campaign, in my judgment,
is like a battle. You cant alford to lot the
encmny get the slightest inkling of what i
golng on in your lines, Say nothing and
saw wood, has alwnys been my witehwaord.'

It was this policy of reticence and studied
conlness that earned for him the nickname
of “Frosty Gilkeson."" 1t was undeserved,
s0 far as his private personnality was con
verned, A more companionable and gouial
man could not be found than the gentleman
from Butks when he was in the company of
friends. The nickname wns bostowed, |1
think, becaunse of his quick penetration and
his impatience with the class of hangers-on
{own as bores and whinors,

One of the characteristic stories told of
Gilkeson in this connection concerned an up-
state meddier and fault-finder.

“Mpr, Chairman, this fellow Jones, eandi-
date for the Bennte from our district, is a
fool. He talks too muech nod he lhos nog
friends, Tle's going to lhurt the congros-
sional ticket, and 1 wish you would send
sotebody to tell him so,"" sald the Kicker,

“Certainly, certainly 3 good iden," repliéd
Gilkeson,

For o moment he assumed an attiviude, odid
and unusual, that was charncteristic of him
when in deep thought. e turoed his eyes
toward the ceiling, with his arms pressed
agaiust his sides, and with both index fingers
pointed stralght ahead lke o Geislin daneing
girl,

“Good iden," he mused. “You go and tell
liim what you think of him and then come
and let me know the result,”

Thaot was the last of the kicker.

HE late Attorney Genernl Honry WL

Palmer, of Pennsylvania, was one of the
few men in publie life a quarter of n cen-
tury ngo who had the cournge of his convie-
tionw in the face of what amounted virtually
to political ostracism, He was an ardent
advocate of locnl option.

After his retirement as attorney genernl
in 1888 under Governor Hoyt he made loeal
option a part of his political creed.

The dire'effects of its adoption held no ter-
rors for him. His views of the future of
this country under the restricted sale of in-
toxicants seems now like o far ery in the
wilderness.

This great
republie will go on prospering and to pros-
per because the people will send the false
prophets and false teachers into resurrectjon-
less oblivion.''

HESE winter mists along the Schuylkill

can do wonders in showing one things,
for us I turned to ¢cross over the rallroad
tracks, where n dozen engiues stood waiting
in bovine meditation, with grent clouds of
stenm growing from their funncls, T noticed
with a peculine ephagis a little squat monu-
ment, an obelisk on n block of stone, that rose
on a slice of hill in the very heart of the
railrond tracks, It was not an unfamiliar
sight, but in the emplinsis of a winter's hnze
it wns not to be evaded. 1 wondered idly for
o lagy minute or two what battle or seene of
historic moment had come to commemoration
in this rather ungrateful spot; and again,
what freak of railvond sentiment bnd spared
that plot of ground from tracks or sidings.

The mnzes of old tackle on the fey
bank were my salvation, nnd I picked myself
up and brushed off my clothes with muttered
prayers to the gods of shiftless men, Close
by on my right I heard n strange sound, 1
looked up., The J. Paul Jones was swaying
painfully on her lLed of sgeantling, and up
through her dusty windows I beheld the ap
parition of an old man's face, unshaven and
red with cold, that looked down at me with
a eomie pucker on his lips while his shoul
ders shook with poroxysms of mnoiseless
laughter,
